' later Ages here have and yer do getGold and Silver meer- 
ly by Ex!raFion, or melting thole baſer hard Metals, ſo as 
by art ofthe Refinerthe Gold or Sityer is ſeparated from 
them. 
Now the O0ars which this Kingdom affords are 
onely Tin, Copper oar, Lead o0ar, Iron var and Cadmine oar :

pure; 1o it may be doubted, whether there be any 
| Metal without a mixture of other Metals. For in 
hot Countries, where Gold and Silver are ſo pregnanc that 
both for bulk and value they give the denomination of a 
Gold or Silver Mine ; yet eyca from thele Lead or Copper, 
&c. may be extracted in ſome ſmall proportion : ſo with 
us, though the bulk be Tin, Copper, Lead, Iron, Cadmine, 
&c. yer even from the worſt of them ſome Gold and Silver 
may alſo be extracted; and moſtly fo much, as that the 
yalue of char little which is extracted,may be much grea- 
rer then that ofthe balk from whence it had its cxtra- 
ion, '. 

And with the ſeveral mixtures of theſe ſeveral Metdls 
other Forms are produced ; as Tin and Lead make Pew.

But the Gomans had three,names for Coyu ; Pecwnia 
from Pecora, Cattel ; becauſe .men who abounded in 
Catrel were accounted 1ich, and call'd Pecuarii; and 
now thoſe who abound in Coyn are called Pccunioſe ; * 
The'dther name they gave was Numwrns from King Nu- 
ma-as *tis conjetured,” who firſt gave an Impreſhon on 
them; or fram Numero, and therefore when money was 
paid, they lay, and ſo we irrour Law, it was paid Pecuniis 
namerdtls. 

Buc it may as properly come from Numen a Deity, for 
the Remans had Tatclary Gels for every thing, and thoſe 
who write of ſubterranean ſpirits (if credit may begiven 
to their ſtories) would induce us to believe the ſame,and 
indecd our Welch M:n-rs are of that opinion : for, ſay 
they, when weapproach ro the Maſter-vein of a Mine, 
or near to any danger by digging too near the irruption 
of waters, they uſuallic here knocking, which they call 
the Knorkers, or a noiſe likethat which their own Picks 
axes make, both inexpeRting profit, or ſhunniog danger,

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(A Diſcourſe of this is printed by Mr. Buſbell, which 
hapned in the Mines at |xwoy Wales: and ſo the 
K nockers may be called Numine Mineralia, or the Tutela:

fl Yor Manner of Adulierating and Sophiffticating Me- 
' Þ tals and Moneys, is an Art belonging to \4/rhimy, 
and not properly the ſubje& of this Hiſtory. But in re- 
ſpc& char by the 4r/ifices of that &t our Staple and Stans 
dard Coyn is abuſed, the baſer Metab being ſo overlaid or 
cinturd, thatche Eye is deceived, or to curiouſhic in- 
termixed with baſ-r Metal, or ether [ngrediencs, char 
the very Judgments of lefler Artifts are alſo deccived, 
(eſpeciallic when neither Touch nor Fire, (only weight) 
can diſtinguiſh them from beter Metals) it is neceflaric 
to have ſome remedies againſt ſuch Impoſtures: And 
it ſeems there were of theſe /ſubtilties praftiſed in former 
Ages ; for we finde in Poultons Statuces, 5 of Hen. 4. cap. 
24- theſe words, lrem, It is ordained and eftabliſhed, that 
none from benceſ.rth ſhall »ſe 10 multiply Gold or Silver, nor 
uſe the craft of Multiplication, and if any the ſame do, that 
be incur the 'Penaltie of Felany in this caſe: Now that 
which chis Statute calls Multiplying and Multiplication, is 
cither by counterfeixing+ Metals, or adding greater Allay 
then the Standard allows, or by dipping, or ocherwile le 
ſeaing their due wright and propartions, and this Statute 
had (o good effe, rhat our "T% take no more natice 
| p 
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of ſuch Artiſts, till near 5o years after ; for Mr, Frimnin 
his Aurum - its laith, chatin:the 24th. of the Reign 
of Henry Vi. the K ing, by adviceof his Conn and P ar- 
liament did then grant 4 ſucceſſive Paten's and Commiſſions 
to ſeveral Anighis, Citizens of Lendon, Chemiſts Monks and 
Maſs-prieſts (non obftante the Law of Henry 1V;) ro find 
out the Philoſophers $lone or Elixir, which would not on- 
ly cure all Diſeaſes, and make Men live co the utmoſt 
poſſibiliry of Natuce ; but likewiſe trenſubitantiate other 
Metals into moſt true and folid Go/d avd Silver, to the 
great benefit of the Realm, ard the enabling the King in 
very few years to pay all the Debts of the (rown in real 
Gold and S-Iver ; and thele Commſfions and F atents (laith 
he in his Marginal Notes) the King granted to Eccleſia- 
fiicks upon this very account, that becauſe they were ſo 
good Artiſts in TranſubRantiating Bread and Wine in the 
Eacharift, they mighe as well tranſubſtantiate baſer Metals 
inio better. But it ſcems the King (upon better advice) did 
in the 35th. of his Reign grant new Letters Patents to 
ten ſeveral Confiderable Perſons of Emivent Qualities, 
(therein mentioned) to judge and certifie to Him whe- 
cher the thing were prefiical or no, and whether it would 
conduce more to the good or hurt of the X ngdom. Bur 
it ſeems Mr. Prinn with bis indefatigable Labours could 
not find any Report upon the Patent, whether or no the 
Phi. oſopbers ſtone was found, or whether the Kings debrg 
were paid thereby z or clſc he reſeryed that ſecret ro him-

However our L aws take little notice of them till che 
-th. of Edward VI. in Dier $8. when one Ed.n confeſſed 
himſclt guilty of Maliiplication, viz. that he had practiſed 
to make the Fifth Efſence; and the Philoſophers ſtone, 
 whercby all Metals may be made Gold and Silver; and 
alſo that he had accuſed one # bally then Priſonerin the 
Tower, that he did move and procure him to practiſe 
that Art,and that Whally had im a Monie for red wine 


and other things neceſſary for that 4rt ; and becauſe the 
| offence 
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offence was but Felony E1:n the Principal was pardoned 
by the General Pardon, but Whally as acceſſory to the Fe- 
lony was excepted, as one of thoſe who werethen in the 
Tower. 

Now beſides the former Reaſons this may be added as 
one very probable,why the Queen did frame theſe Corpora- 
tims,viz, that they might ſee and inſpeR thoſe Impoſtares 
and Sophiſtications ſo deſtru&ive ro Commurarive Jultice, 
and to repreſent the Reformation thereof to Her Selt, or 
cothole which ſhould ſucceed Her,whether done by Fo- 
reiners or Natives, Nor was there ever more ground 
for the ſame then in this Age, where the Arts of 
this nature are ſo much praRtiſed, leſt their Delights 
(which in themlelyes are commendable , produ- 
cing moſt admirable cftets in their ſeveral Operations) 
ſhould rempr mien to make the innocent and unskilful ro 
receive thoſe things tor real and natural, which are bur 
adulterared by their Aris. And therefore this Hiſtory was 
writ,that the Socteti:s may be known, and the Perſons 
who at preſent condut the ſame, and thattheiraim is 
not at the Pheloſophers ſtone, Elixir or Q winteſſence (which 
though ſeveral in name are one in intent) bur their chief 
buſineſs is to rake care that the produftions of our Mines 
and Metals may go to their right uſe,chat is, forthe publick, 
good. And therefore to conclude this Firſt Part, whoever 

hall aim at this Philoſopbers ftoxe, according to the agree- 
ment of all Writers therein, they muſt be Men of uprighe 
and unblemiſhe Lives and Converſations, free from Yice, 
and pratiſers of all Moral Vertxes, Contemners of the 
' World, and onely thereby to ſtudy the publick good of 
others,and not enriching themſelyes,and from ſuch there 
isno fear of danger, becauſe their Study is onely ro do 
good and not to deceive; nor is there much danger in che 
other, who under pretence of gaining this Raricy do 
but delude themſelves and others becaulc their I-npoftures 
may ſoon be diſcoyered by that Wiſdom and Care which 
properly belongs to theſe Socicries, and humbly recom- 
mended to them.
